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conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are different inventions as follows: 

1. Claims 1-8, 17-22, 41-48, 53-58, 63-70 are directed to a method for providing ventilatory assistance including 
the steps of computing a measure of difference between the respiratory airflow and a target value, and 
delivering air to a patient at a pressure that is a function of the difference measure and the amplitude at a 
determined phase. It is considered that a function of the difference measure and the amplitude at a determined 
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ventilation of the patient and a target value. However this concept is not novel in the light of WO 2001/019440. 
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
